I juat received the Single Operator, North America CW Plaque for the 
1985 ARRL DX Conteat during which I operated from the island of Montserrat 
aga VP2MGD. It ia truly a beautiful award and it will find a good home on 
the wali of my new ham shack. 


A little background on the trip. It waa a family vacation planned 
just after the 1984 COWW CW conteat. I originally rented a house owned by 
Chod Harria, VP2ML, but local problema with the caretaker neceaaitated ‘ 
finding alternate lodginga upon arrival on Montserrat. Bobby and Mae 


~ Martin, VP2MO and VP2MN, were extremely helpful and we eventually took ‘ 
“ reaidence at a home on the weatern side of the taland owned by VE1YX. The 
house came with an A-3 tribander at 30 feet. I managed to put up a 3& 


foot mast from which inverted veea for 160, 80 and 40 were mounted. A 600 
foot liatening wire waa atrung out down the road. The location offered a 
panoramic view of the Carribean, the house being 450 feet above the sea 
and one half mile inland. Equipment conaiated of a TS830S and an MLAZ3S00 
linear. I also had an FT757 and SB200 available for backup. 
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
